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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because. 
Applicant's arguments filed 12/20/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The examiner wishes to clarify that the primary reference H. C. Anderson (US 3440528) discloses a device with passive filters (inductors, 
capacitors and resistors). 

It is important to notice that only the portion related to the applicant's claim is discussed and not the device as a whole. 

This reference is silent in reference on as to what type of inductance/capacitance are utilized such as discrete, integrated, distributed, etc. 

The examiner introduces the second reference Kane (US 4614925) for the teachings of distributed inductance/capacitance on 
substrates/layers only. 

The examiner does not intend to combine the embodiments of the primary reference with the embodiment of the second reference but to 
use the concept of distributed inductance/capacitance on substrates/layer taught by the secondary reference in the device of the primary 
reference. 

Moreover, in response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, distributed inductance/capacitance in substrates/layers are well known in the art and the 
advantages of them among the others are the improvements in space. 
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
